Lieutenant Harding of Quincy, Named 
for Promotion, Writes Home Ac- 
count of Battles. : 


Quincy, III., Aug. 19.—[{Special. ]—Lieuten- 
ant A. Eugene Harding of the United States 
Marine Corps, who is mentioned in Major 
Waller's report to the War department of 
the fighting before Tien Tsin and recom- 
mended for promotion for conspicuous gal- 
lantry, is an Illinois boy and a native of 
Quincy. His parents, Mr. and Mrs, Thomas 
Harding, and his sisters live here. 

Thomas Harding, father of Lieutenant 
Harding, received letters from him three 
days ago which give a graphic déscription 
of the fighting at Tien Tsin. 

Under date of Tien Tsin, June 24, Lieuten- 
ant Harding writes: Bas 

“We got to Tien Tsin at last, but it took 
us five days to get from Taku here, a distance 
of twenty-eight miles. The English troops 
and our own marines were the first in town. 
There are a lot of Americans here and a big 
colony of Europeans, and they were cer- 
tainly glad to see us. The place has been 
under siege, and the Chinese have been 
continually dropping shells into the town. 

I escaped without a scratch until nearly 
the last of the fight. A Russian officer and 
I were standing over a mine when it ex- 
ploded. The Russian was badly hurt. I 
got a few bruises, but not enough to compel 
me to gd to the rear.“ 

In the same mail Mr. Harding received an- 
other letter without either date or place. 
The stamps were canceled at Shanghai on 
July 16. In it Lieutenant Harding says: 

The results of the last two days’ fighting 
are something awful. There are so many 
bodies of Chinamen around that it is im- 
possible to bury them, as all the foreign 
troops are arrangements to get to the 
front. 
To make matters even more disagreeable 
the wild dogs are fighting and feasting on 
the bedies. The Chinese are doing effective 
fighting and have some good troops.

CARTER'S GAIN IN DOLBY 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS HOPE TO. 


Captain Convicted ot Appropriating 
Public Funds Is Believed to Have | 
Part of His Profits in a Safe Piace— 

Friends Still Consider Himsa Second 

-Dreyfus—United States Attorney

New York, Aug. 19.—[S8pecial.}-—is Oberlin. 
M. Carter an American Dreyfus? If guilty 


of the value of the work. . 
Carter, in 1884, was assigned to work on 
the river and harbor of Savannah as in- 
spector and assistant to General G. A. Gil- 
more, who was in charge of the district, 
General Gilimore died in 1888, and Carter, 
then a First Lieutenant, succeeded to the 
Savannah district. | 
Later a great convention of business-men 
from a number of important Southern cities 
met in Savannah and recommended to Con- 
gress the appropriation of big sums for deep- 
ening the Savannah River and harbor in 
the interest of commerce. Congress com- 
menced to appropriate large sums, and be- 
tween 1890 and 1806 made appropriations 
= Savannah district of more than 68,000. 


Pays Four Times Real Value. 


The principal part of the harbor improve- 
ments consisted of laying courses of bundles 
of brush in the form of mattresses, upon 
which were piled rock to make the dams, 
walls, or jetties for the control of the cur- 
rent. General Gillmore had paid for these 
brush mattresses by the cubic yard, and 
so had Carter, up to 1891, but in 1801 Carter 
changed the specifications so the contracts 
specified payment for the mattresses by the 
square yard. He also cut down the thick- 
ness of tha mattresses in the successive 
contracts from eighteen to sixteen, to twelve, 
and finally to nine inches, and he paid for 
the nine-inch mattresses $1.10 per square 
yard, the same price that Gillmore paid for 
a cubic yard. As it takes four mattresses 
nine inches thick piled on each other to make 
a cubic yard in thickness, it will be seen 
that Carter paid $4.40 for whet Gillmore 
paid $1.10. | 

Carter was sufficiently shrewd, however, 
to describe the thickness of the,bundles of 
brush to be used in a different clause of the 
specifications from that in which the gen- 
eral description of the mattresses was stated. 
In this way this great increase in cost was 
accomplished. without attracting any atten- 

whatever. 


Prevents Bids at Low Price. 


Carter also changed the form of specifica 
tions of mattresses, and described three dif- 
ferent kinds of mattresses, any one of which 
he, as engineer, would have the right to 
require thé contractor to furnish at the same 
price. The form of construction of two of 
these designs was many times more costly 
than the third design. Persons desiring to 
bid for the contracts who did not know 
which one of the designs would be called for 
in the work by Carter, would, of course, be 
obliged to bid on the most costly design that 
might be called for. Persons who did 
know that Carter would use only the cheaper. 
design could, of course, underbid all others. 

The evidence shows that from 1891 to 1896 
Benjamin D. Greene and the Gaynors, either 
in their own names or in the names of some 
one else for their benefit, got every con- 
tract for jetty work in the district except 
one and that only the cheapest design of 
mattresses was used in the work done by 


them. 
The manner in which the mo secured 
from the government was divided is in- 


dicated in the accounts taken from evi- 
dence before Commissioner Shields re- 
garding a transaction on ~10, 
1898. On that date the account of 
B. D. Greene in the American Exchange 
National Bank, New York, shows a deposit 
to his credit of government checks issued by 
Captain Carter for contract work to the 
amount of $36,075: On Oct. 12, two days after 
the date of deposit, Greene issued his check 
to Gaynor for $12,000. He had on Oct. 10, 
the day of deposit, drawn out in cash $12,075, 
still leaving $12,000 to his own credit. 

Oct. 10 Carter deposited to his own credit 
in the Union Trust company and through 
Westcott with Read & Flagg, brokers, 
$11,850 in currency, which was invested in 
certain bonds. 

Whether part of the enormous sum be- 
lieved to have been secured by Carter is 
hidden away awaiting his release is a prob- 
lem which the federal authorities are anxious 
to solve.

Many kinds of weather were expertenced in 
Chicago yesterday, the chief feature in the 
mixed conditions being the thunder-storm 
which swept over a part of the city and 
cooled the heated atmosphere in spots. Per- 
sons living in one section of the city were 
treated to an entirely different sort of weath- 
er conditions than prevailedin another. For 
instance, in the down-town section the ther- 
mometers registered a maximum hoat of 
88°, while in Park Manor, where Official 
Forecaster H. J. Cox resides, the maximum 
temperature was 94°. A rain-storm swept 
the down-town district, while tn the northern 
and western parts of the city there was little 
or no rain. In the northern portion of Wash- 
ington Park the rain fell for nearly two 
hours, while in the southern portion of the 
pleasure ground there was no rainfall. 


From a Clear Sky. 

Several flashes of lightning from a clear 
sky were observed. They were caused by 
accumulated electrical energy in the atmos- 
phere. 

The winds were variable. In the morning 
the wind was from the southwest. During 
the storm, which lasted from 10:40 a. m. 
to 2:05 p. m., the wind shifted to the east 
and later in the day to the south. At mid- 
night the wind was blowing from the south- 
west. 

All these pecullar weather conditions, ac- 
cording to Forecaster Cox, are forerunners 
of another warm spell. According to his 
predictions, the heat will last for several 
days. In those portions of the city in which 
rain did not fall the high temperature con- 
tinued and was made more unbearable by 
the extreme humidity, which registered 100.

: Neglected and unsightly streets in Chicago 


are not confined to the West Side. One of 
the worst sections, for example, is in the 
neighborhood of South Clark street and 
Archer avenue. There mud abounds, while 
sink holes in the dilapitated pavements are 
filled with dirty water long after the rains 
which ‘are the origin of these miniature 
ponds. : 

The wheels of heavily laden trucks cut into 
the soft surface which buries the pavement 
of these neglected streets and leave deep 
ruts and unsightly ridges. When the hot 
summer sun dries up the water-soaked 
streets they become a wilderness of dust, 
pounded fine by constant traffic, and the 


wind swirls up cloud@ of the dry and un- 


sanitary particles and drives the filth 
through the air and into the homes of the 
poor people who live in the vicinity. 


Neglect of Italian Section. 

Clark street, from Seventeenth street to 
Twenty-first, is peopled largely by Italians. 
For years it has been in deplorable condi- 
tion, and although teeming with life its 
surface is filthy to a degree. Portions of 
this street have been converted by the recent 
rains into a life-like imitation of a morass. 
The water stands from three to six inches 
deep in many places, and quagmires of mud 
separate the pools. The view on Clark 

treet shown herewith was taken a short 

istance north of Twentieth street, and is 
a fair sample of the general conditions ex- 
isting for blocks along that street. The 
building in the background is a tenement 
in which scores of Italian families are 
housed, and the sidewalks and the gutters 
are the playground of the many children 
who call this spot their home. 

Armour avenue is another street which 
might find an appropriate location in Foo 
Chow or Tien Tsin, China. It is a succes- 
gion of unlovely mud holes, in which the 
water stands for days at a time, reflecting 
from its surface the shadows of the build- 


‘Ings which front upon it. The view on Ar- 


mour avenue south from Archer avenue 
gives an excellent conception of how the 
street appears for blocks in that vicinity. 


Residents Have Grown Apathetic. 
Archer avenue, although it is a main ar- 
tery between the business section and the 
southwestern portion of the city, is little 
better than the other streets in that neigh- 
borhood, and the pools of water shown in 
the illustration at the intersection of Ar- 
mour and Archer avenues could be duplicat- 
ed many times within a block of that spot. 

The — residing along these streets 
are poor. Many of them are Italians, and 
a darge proportion of them speak little or no 


English. Some of the better informed and 


more intelligent, when asked for their opin- 
ions on the conditions of the street, de- 
nounced the city administration in unmeas- 
ured terms for doing nothing to better the 


streets. But they feel that their cause 18 


hopeless under the present political condi- 
tions, and the apathy of conscious helpless- 
ness was apparent in the tone of all of their 
remarks. 


CORONER LEARNS WHERE 
MRS. E. P. HERRICK I WEO 
one SHE WAS MARRIED. 


She Rented a Flat from Mrs. George 
Sippel at Sixty-seventh and State 
Streets and Spent Much of Her Time 
There Before Her Marriage. 


Deputy Coroner Abel A. Bach, in charge 
of the investigation of the death of Edward 
P. Herrick, 4405 Champlain avenue, received 
last night some new evidence regarding the 
relations of the present Mrs. Herrick toward 
the Herrick family. The evidence lies in 
statements made by Mrs. George Sippel and 
Mrs. William A. Hunting, residing in the 
Sippel Block,: 6547 State street, where the 
present Mrs. Herrick occupied a flat from 
June to October of last year. 

During that time Mrs. Herrick, then Mrs. 
Lena Lymburner, was working in the Her- 
rick household, 363 Forty-fourth street. On 
June 6, Mrs. Sippel says, Mrs. Lymburner 
rented from her a flat on the third floor of 
the building, which is at Sixty-seventh and 
State streets, paying in advance 30 rent. 
The rent for the ensuing months was al- 
ways paid in advance, and in that and other 
respects Mrs. Lymburner was an excep- 
tional tenant. 

Mrs. Sippel says Mrs. Lymburner was not 
at home much. She came in but three or 
four times a week, her work at sewing and 
housekeeping keeping her busy on the out- 
side most of the time. : 

At those times when Mrs. Lymburner 
came to her home in the Sippel Block she 
was generally accompanied by Mer. Herrick. 
And Mrs. Hunting says Mr. Herrick was 
apparently in good health, for he found no 
difficulty in climbing the two flights of stal 


to the third: floor. . 


When the first Mrs. Herrick died,“ said 


Mrs. Hunting, and Mrs. Lymburner told 
me of it in Augyst last, I was much sur- 
prised, as I was again later when she told 
me of the deat& of the niece, Mrs. Fontaine. 
Both had died suddenly, Mrs. Lymburner 
told me. After the death of Mrs. Herrick 
Mr. Herrick continued his visits to Mrs. 
Lymburner at times when she came to her 
home on the third floor. The last time they 
came together was on Feb. 15, two weeks

HOTEL PORTER CRAZED BY HEAT

CHICAGO MEDICAL MEN WITNESS 
WONDERFUL SURGERY. 


: Dr. John B. Murphy Returns from Paris 


and Describes the Remarkable Dis- 
covery of French Physician Which 
‘Renders Phiniess All Major Opera- 
tions—Local Anesthesia Produced by 
Hypodermic Injections of Cocaine 
Into Cerebro-Spinal Fluid. 


Dr. John B. Murphy, 8305 Michigan 
nue, and Dr. Edward H. Ochsner. 028 Gare 
field avenue, .retu to Chicago yesterday 
from the triennial meeting of the inter- 
‘national medical congress held in Paris. Dr. 
Murphy brings with him an interesting re- 
port of the discovery and demonstration of 
the effect of local anesthesia as applied in 
cases of major surgery. Local anesthesia 
heretofore has been applied only in cases 
of minor surgery, chloroform and ether hav- 
ing been the only known agents used in cases 
of major surgical operations. g 

The efficacy of local anesthesia in cases 
of amputations and other major sur- 
gical operations was discovered and 
demonstrated only a short time 
ago by Dr. Tumer of France, and has re- 
ceived notice only in the Parisian medical 
Journals. Its demonstration by Dr. Tuffier 
before the surgeons attending the inter- 
national medical congress awakened wide- 
spread interest, and the event was an- 
nounced as epoch-making in the annals of 


medicine. 
; Frees Patient of Pain. 


Cocaine was the agent used by Dr. Tuer, 
it being injected hypodermically into the 
spinal cord and anesthetizing the entire 
region before the point of injection so per- 
fectly that the most difficult surgical oper- 
ations below that point were carried on with- 
out pain, and while the physician carried on 
conversation with the patient. 


Fourth Epoch in Medicine. 

The event, Dr. Murphy says, marks a 
fourth epoch in medicine, the other three 
being, first, the pre-anesthétic period; sec- 
ond, the anesthetic period; third, the anti- 
septic period, and now the local anesthetic 


od. 

The demonstration of the practicability 
of local anesthesia in cases of major 17 3 
Tuffier, the. discoverer, operated on four 
cases, hypodermically injecting cocaine into 
the region occupied by the cerebro-spinal 
fluid in the spine, and anesthetizing per- 
fectly the entire body below the point of in- 
jection. This enabled him to perform the 
most painful operation without the patient 
experiencing the least sensibility. 


Wonderful Discovery in Surgery. 
The discovery is a wonderful one in 
surgery, inasmuch as out of 130 cases oper- 
ated upon by him he stated he had had nq 
fatalities. The discovery of the practica- 
bility of anesthetizing the spinal cord by 
hypodermic injections of cocaine and pro- 
ducing insensibility below the point-of in- 
jection was made by Dr. Tuffier in March 
last. The fact was commented upon at the 
time by French medical journals, but re- 
celved little notice in the United States or 
throughout the continent and England. 
Like all discoveries of the kind that have 
deen made, it may now be termed a simple 
thing, since it seems to be so easy, the 
wonder being that some one had not hit upon 
it before.”’ 


Bemoves Chloroform and Ether. 

“The discovery removes chloroform and 
ether from their places as the great anes- 
thetizing agents for use in cases of major 
surgery. These agents have been greatly 
feared by a great many people, owing to 
their effect upon the heart and lungs and the 
distressing nausea they often produced. 
There are no such ill effects from the use of 
cocaine, although, as it is well known, the 
drug is not reliable, and has produced the 
most distressing results. So far, however, 
there has been no danger encountered in its 
application by Dr. Tuffler, and its use bids 
fair to become general rapidly among mem- 
bers of the profession. 


Operation Without Danger. 

It has been popularly supposed that 
puncturing of the spinal cord was fatal. This 
is not absolutely true, however, and espe- 
cially so in the manner in which the injection 
is made by Dr. Tuffler. e needle is pushed 
into the region occupied by the spinal cord, 
its entrance being demonstrated by the ap- 
pearance of the cerebro-spinal fluid at the 
base of the needle. The injection fs then 
forced home, its effect being to paralyze the 
region of tie body before the point of en- 
trance, the knife causing no pain in the region 
affected. I witnessed the excision of four 
abdominal tumors by Dr. Tuffier, he talking 
to the patient while plying the knife, the 
man feeling not the slightest sensation of 


pain. :

BLOW AT THE ORGAN GRINDER. 


Pushes an Ordinance Curtailing 
Privileges of Itinerants. 


The Chicago Federation of Musicians is 
pushing a proposed ordinance which has for 
its purpose a decided curtailment of the 
privileges and emoluments of the hand-or- 
gan-and-monkey man, as well as the itiner- 
ant musician in general. At yesterday's 
meeting of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
it distributed copies of the ordinance and 
solicited the aid of the federation in the 
matter. | 

The ordinance provides that no person 
shall beat any drum or instrument for the 
purpose of attracting the attention of people 
in any street in the city to any show of beasts, 

birds, or other things. The ordinance is to 
apply only to itinerant musicians and side- 
shows, and is not to be construed to affect 
any band of music or organized musical 
society, which, however, are not to be per- 
mitted to accept or solicit contributions or 
‘donations. 

The hand-organ man is prohibited from 
grinding out his melodies before the hour of 
9 a. m. or after the hour of 7 p. m., nor dur- 
ing Sunday, nor within a distance of 500 
feet of any schoolhouse during school hours, 
nor within a distance of 250 feet of any resi- 
dence when so directed by the occupant of 
the house. Neither is he to ask for any 
money for his performance, and must take 
out a license from the city costing $10. It 
is provided that the Mayor is not to grant 
licenses to over 100 organs. Any violation 
of the ordinance is punishable by a fine of 


$10, or imprisonment not exceeding ten days.

Was Formerly Pastor of the Roman 
‘ Catholic Church at Oregon, IIL, and 
Parishioners Accuse Him of Appro- 
printing Money Contributed by 


Debt—Is Charged with Giving Away 
Cemetery Lots. 


Warrants have been issued for the arrest 
of the Rev. John McCann, late pastor of 
St. Mary's Catholic Church at Oregon, Il., 
and the priest is being sought in Chicago and 
elsewhere. The warrants allege the embez- 
zlement of funds subscribed to pay the in- 
terest on the $4,200 mortgage standing 
against the church. 

Father McCann also is accused of having 
_ given away cemetery lots in Byron parish 
which belonged to the church. His succes- 
sor, the Rev, Jeremiah J. Crowley, has 
added to the turmoil into which the vicinity 
of Oregon has been thrown by informing 
his congregations in Byron and Ashton 
parishes that they must not attend Protest- 
ant weddings and funerals in Protestant 
churches. 

Members of Oregon parish who are dis- 
satisfied with the way Father McCann has 
applied the funds committed to his care and 
who are anxious that a general lesson be 
taught regarding the misapplication of funds 
subscribed to churches, have forwarded a 
memorial to Archbishop Feehan declining 
to make further subscriptions towards the 
church indebtedness until the $2056 collected 
by the ex-pastor has been refu 
che Archbishop refused to receive the 
| committee bearing the memorial, and the 
1 members went into the courts 
for 


Refuse to Withdraw Suits. 

Then Archbishop Feehan sent a letter to 
Mayor Charles Schneider, cashier of the 
First National Bank and an influential mem- 
ber of the Oregon parish, requesting him to 
have the plaintiffs in the civil actions with- 
draw their sults and submit their grievances 
to the Chancellor of the diocese. This the 
oomplainants—Thomas Lynch, James Cum- 
mings, Mrs. Mary Cummings, Frank Saver, 
Nicholas Mallinger, Charles Kurtz, and John 
Mahoney—declined to do. * 

They attempted several times to secure 
a trial in Elgin, where the cases were begun, 
but failing to do so because of continuances 
granted by the justices and 4 change of 
venue, Charles Kurtz and Thomas Lynch 
_ filed criminal complaints against Father Mo- 
Cann. The complaint of Mr. Kurts, who ts 
a road commissioner in Ogle County, alleges 
the embezzlement of $25 by his former pas- 
tor. Justice W. P. Fearer of Oregon issued 
the warrant and Sheriff Jud Andrews went 
to Elgin to serve it, but failed to find Father 
McCann. Another complaint was lodged 
later in Elgin by Thomas Lynch, alleging 
the illegal conversion of $20 and both war- 
rants await Father McCann in the hands of 
the Sheriff at Elgin. 

Priest Would Not Explain. 

We would not have proceeded against 
Father McCann,” said Nicholas Mallinger, 
„had he replied to our letters and explained 
his position. This he failed to do, and find- 
ing that the Archbishop would not act we 
began the suits. We contend that he has 
no right to misapply funds subscribed for a 
specific purpose.“ | 

“ While I am not interested personally in 
the suit I am willing to contribute my share 
to the prosecution of Father McCann,” said 
A. H. Miller, a member of the congregation 
who gave $10 to Banker Schneider in De- 
cember instead of paying it to Father Mc- 
Cann as did the others. He has left the 
parish in a bad condition, as the members 
refuse to contribute anything to the church 
debt until he refunds the money taken by 
him to pay the intesest.“ : 


Give Away Cemetery Lots. 


Father Crowley, the successor of Father 
McCann, stated that he was not interested 
in the suite beyond having the matter set- 
tled to the satisfaction of his parishioners. 
With reference to the presentation of ceme- 
tery lots to the Byron parishioners Father 
Crowley said: 

No priest has any right to give away 
church property without the consent of the 
Archbishop. Father McCann was given a 
puree by the members of the Byron parish 
and presented the members individual re- 
| celpts for nominal sums accepted by him on 
Dec. 1 for cemetery lots. I informed the 
persons who received the receipts that they 
were worthless, as Father McCann did not 
hold the title to the property and could not 
give it away. For this act I received a hot 
flotter from my predecessor, in which he 
accused me of trying to ruin his reputation, 
an act which he characterized as being 
worthy only ‘of a supercilious mick.’ It is 
not I who have sued Father McCann, de- 
cause one priest cannot bring sult against 
another in our church.” : 


Must Not Attend Protestant Services. 


In regard to the charge made against him 
dy some of the adherents of Father McCann 
‘that he had forbidden his people in Byron 
and Polo parishes from attending Protestant 
ceremonies, Father Crowley said: 
“Tt is a rule of the Catholic Church that 
its members shall not enter a Protestant 
edifice during any service, whether funeral 
or wedding, and I toid them of it. I did not 
gay anything about them not mingling with 
‘Protestants or associating with them. be- 
cause some of the best friends I have in the 
world are Protestants.”

WARRANTS ARE SWORN OUT FOR 
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SICILIANS CELEBRATE FEAST OF 


THE ASSUMPTION. 


Annual Event Closes with the Largest 
Parade Since the Association Began 
Holding These Celebrations Ten 
Years Ago—Shrine of the Holy Vir- 
gin in Twentieth Street Visited by 
Many Worshipers and Others, At- 
tracted by Novelty of Ceremonies. 


The annual celebration of the feast of 
the Assumption of the Virgin Mary by the 
Association of Young Sicilians from Termini 
Imerese, which was held at South Clark and 
Twentieth streets, closed yesterday with the 
largest parade which has been held during 
the ten years since this society began hold- 
ing these celebrations in Chicago.

States and Spain have been fully restored. 
. The figures of the Bu- 


Spain and the reau of Statistics for 
United States the fiscal year 1900 

show the exports 
on Good Terms. from this country to 


Spain and the im- 
ports into the United States from Spain 
were larger than in any other year since 
1893, and within a few hundred thousand 


dollars of the highest record ever made in 


the commerce between the two nations. 
Exports from the United States to Spain in 
the fiscal year 1900 were $13,399,680, against 
$10,912,745 in the fiscal year 1807, the last 
full year preceding the war, while the im- 
ports into the United States from Spain in 
1900 were $5,050,047, against $3,631,973 in 
the fiscal year 1897. 

The only years of the decade 1890-1900 in 
which the commerce between the two na- 
tions was as large as in the year just ended 
were 1891, 1892, and 1898, when the exports 
to Spain averaged about $13,500,000 and the 
imports from Spain about $5,500,000 annually. 
In the fiscal year 1890, which felt the full 
effect of the war between the two coun- 
tries, the exports from the United States to 
Spain were $9,007,807, those of the present 
year thus being more than 50 per cent in 
excess of that year, while the imports from 


Spain in 1809 were $3,982,368, against $5,950,- 


047 in the fiscal year just ended. 


Cotton, breadstuffs, mineral oils, and 
manufactures of wood are the principal 
articles of export to Spain, raw cotton being 
by far the largest single item in the list. 
Fruits, nuts, and wines are at present the 
largest items of imports from Spain, though 
in earlier years iron ore formed an important 


item of the importations. 


Importations of iron ore from Spain also 


have increased in the year 1900 as 
with years immedi- 


ately preceding, Trad Iron 
amounting to $645,279" 0 e in . 
against $44,648 in re Shows a

annually. The principal importation of 
fruits fro Spain are almonds, oranges, and 
raisins, while of almonds the importations 
average nearly $500,000 annually, and of 
raisins from $500,000 to $1,000,000 a year. 

In exports by far the largest item is un- 
manufactured cotton. The exportations of 
cotton to Spain from the United States were, 
in 1890, 87,669,782 pounds, and in 1900 were 
121,846,155 pounds. This particular feature 
of the export trade with Spath was not 
materially affected by the war, the quantity 
of cotton exported from the United States 
to that country in the fiscal years 1808 and 
1899 being higher than in any other year dur- 
ing the decade. Though the number of 
pounds exported to Spain in 1900 is but 
slightly below that of 1899, the increased 
price per pound brings the value of this 
single item of exports to a higher figure 


than in any other year of the decade except 


1891. 
The total value of raw cotton exported to 


Spain from the United States in 10900 was 


$9,481,700 out of a total of $13,399,680, repre- 
senting the value of all articles exported to 
Spain from the United States.

AMERICAN POLICY IN CHINA. 
The success of the Pekin relief expedition 
is distinctively a triumph for American di- 
plomacy.

It was the first of the 
powers to formulate a definite policy in the 
dificult crisis with which all the nations 
were called upon to deal. It was the first

In their hands the American policy in 
China remains as honorable and unsullied as 
in the past, while at the same time the na- 
tion has attained a more distinguished place 
of honor among the powers of the earth than 
ever before. : 

The United States is the only nation ir 


degree of confidence. Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, Germany, and France have seized large 
tracts of Ohinese territory and are sus- 
pected of desiring more. ven Italy has 
shown a willingness to follow the general ex- 
ample. The American government has clean 
hands and a more unselfish record than the 
other powers, and hence its ability to do 
more in the Chinese crisis than the others. 
This fact gave the Washington government 
the moral leadership in the undertaking that 
has brought the Chinese authorities to their 
senses. The administration used this heri- 
tage with such a fine combination of firm- 
ness and justice as to enhance the respect in 
which the United States is held by the civ- 
lized world. It was neither deceived by the 
duplicity of the Chinese authorities nor 
stampeded into any spirit of undue severity. 
From first to last it displayed a grasp anda

FUTURE OF LONDON RAILWAYS. 
One of the boldest instances anywhere 
to be found of theorizing upon the pos- 
sibilities of municipal engineering was con- 
tributed to the July Contemporary by Mr. 

It ie sufficiently unusual to 
find a Londoner even attempting a com- 
prehensive outlook upon the complex facfli- 
ties of that city for transportation.

Commander-in-Chiet Shaw of the Grand 
Army of the Republic is against admitting 
to membership in that organization the men 
who have served in the Cuban, Philippine, 
and Chinese wars. He says the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the members of the Grand 
Army is against it. | 

Doubtless it is, and naturally so. The war 
of the rebellion was sui generis. It was not 
fought like other wars this country has 
known, against a foreign foe. Among the 
men who have served so creditably under 
the Américan flag during the last two years 
are the sons of those who fought with signal 
valor against that flag a third of a century 
ago. Were they to join any old military or- 
ganization their filial feelings would lead 
them to join the Confederate veterans rather 
than the Grand Army, while their sense of 


them towards the Grand Army. 

It is better that those two organizations 
which grew out of domestic war should not 
recruit their ranks. When the last veteran 
of the union armies dies the Grand Army of 
the Republic will cease to exist, though its 
illustrious history never will be forgotten. 
If the veterans of recent wars desire to 
form a society nothing can be more proper. 
They would form a society of respectable 
size and might be able to dwell together in 
‘harmony. 

As a rule soldiers who have served in dif- 
ferent wars do not unite. Toa certain ex- 
tent those who served in one war are a little 
jealous of those who served in some other 
war.

WOULD-BE SUICIDE 
AND WIFE HE THOUGHT 
DEAD ARE REUNITED. 


Gustave Miller, Who Shot Himself 
Last Thursday, Believing He Was a 
Widower, Has a Joyful Surprise at 
County Hospital. 


Gustave Miller is now overjoyed that he 
is a bad marksman. His joy is due to the 
fact that the wife whom he believed to be 
dead and on whose account he attempted 
suicide last Thursday has returned to him. 
Their reunion. took place yesterday after- 
noon in the County ‘Hospital, where Miller is 
waiting for a self-inflicted wound to close. 
The reunion was a surprise to Miller, as he 
had not been informed that his wife was 
alive until she stepped into the hospital 
ward yesterday. Even when he had seen 
her he was hardly convinced that she was 
really alive, so thoroughly convinced was 
he of her death. It took but a short time for 
his wife to aseure him, however, and when 
once convinced Miller gave vent to his joy 
at meeting her by a series of exclamations 
that attracted the attention of every one 
in the ward. 

The reunion of Gustave Miller and his wife 
is the last chapter in a romance which came 
nearly culminating in a tragedy on last 


O., where he has lived with his wife for 
many years. Last week he came to Chicago 
to look for work, making the provision that 
his wife should join him as soon as he had 
found it. Wednesday he secured a position 
as a carpenter and wired his wife to come to 
Chicago immediately. All day Thursday 
Miller hung around the railroad depot wait- 
ing for his wife to make her appearance. . 
She did not come. Then Miller saw a story 
of a train wreck in ona of the papers and 
became convinced that his wife had been 
killed in the wreck. 

He determined to commit suicide in order 
that he might rejoin her, and with this end 
in view visited a shooting gallery at 295 
Clark street. There he secured a rifle, and 
before the keeper of the place could interfere 
fired a shot into his body. The bullet en- 
tered the shoulder, inflicting slight injuries. 
Miller was taken to the County Hospital, 
where he bewalled his bad aim. In the 
meantime his wife had been informed of the 
matter and hurried to Chicago. 


SWIFT CHASE FOR A FUGITIVE. 


a Year on a Charge of Assault to 
Kill, Is Captured. 


Hugh McNulty, who for more than a year 
has been a fugitive, will be brought before 
Justice Donoghue this morning on a charge 
of assault with intent to kill. In June, 1899, 
during a quarrel with Charles Berge, a fel- 
low-employé in the factory of the Sellers 
Manufacturing company, McNulty, it is 
said, struck Berge several times with a 
heavy tool, breaking his jaw, fracturing 
three ribs, disfiguring the left side of his 
face, and rendering him unconscious. Mc- 
Nulty then fied. 

Recently he returned, and the firm which 
employed him informed the police. Police- 
men Helwig and Maurer were detailed to go 
to South Chicago to make the arrest. 

Securing the aid of four South Chicago 
Officers, they sought the fugittve out. As 
soon as McNulty saw the policemen he 
headed for the Indiana State line. By taking 
short cuts the policemen managed to head 
the fugitive off and to surround him in the 
- willows and weeds less than 100 feet from the 
Indiana State line. 

McNulty is said to have been shot four 
years ago by a South Chicago policeman. 


DROUGHT HURTS KANSAS CORN. 


It Is Estimated That the Crop This 
Tear Will Be Less than Half 
That of 1899. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 19.—Two-thirds of 
Kansas west of the three easternmost tiers 
of counties is experiencing one of the most 
severé droughts in the history of the State. 
The general opinion is that the Kansas corn 
crop will be the smallest in proportion to 
its requirements for feeding that has been 
raised in many years. In 1899 it was 225,- 
000,000 bushels. Secretary Coburn's report 
of conditions on Aug. 4 indicated a yield 
this year of about 145,000,000 bushels. Since 
‘then there have been two weeks of hot, dry 
weather, and the most liberal estimates of 
well-informed men on change do not ex- 
ceed 100,000,000, while many place the crop

FORESEES CONQUEST OF CHINA. 


Present Conditions Regarded 9s Part of 
Divine Plan for Civilization of the 
Colestial Empire. 


„The Civilization of China was the sub- 
ject on which the Rev. William White Wil- 
son preached at St. Mark's Episcopal Church, 
Thirty-sixth street and Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, last evening. He held that the situation | 
in China today is a part of the divine plan 
for the development of a perfect civilization, 
and that as a part of that plan it will prob- 
ably be necessary for the nations represent - 
ing the highest civilization—the allies—to 
conquer China. 

Brotherhood, according to the speaker, is 
the highest ideal toward which civilization 
is now tending. This brotherhood is pos- 
sessed in the highest degree by the most 
civilized nations, and in a lesser degree by 
uncivilized peoples. in proportion to their, 
grade of civilization. The allies represent 
the ideal of universal brotherhood, the Chi- 
nese, with their exclusiveness, represent the 
denial of brotherhood. 

„The breaking down of their exclusiveness 
may come through conquest and spoliation 
by more civilized notions,” said the speaker. 
It may be cruel and unjust, but it seems to 
be inevitable. No savage tribe or semi-civ- 
ilized nation has a right to hold territory or 
to shut off a portion of the earth for their 


own selfish enjoyment.” 


NEW HOIST FOR HANDLING ORE. 


Illinois Steel Company Makes Addition 
to Its Works at South Chicago—May 
Help Things in Joliet. 


The new Mason & Hoover ore holst at the 
south dock of the Illinois Steel company in 
South Chicago was put in operation for 
the first time yesterday forenoon. The com- 
pletion of this new holst marks another great 
advance in the facilities of the Illinois Steel 
company for the handling of ore at a great 
saving in labor and time and with.conse- 
quent economy 

The new hoist will transfer the ore cargo 
from a steamer of ordinary size to the cars 
in a single day with the work of about a 
dozen men, where formerly the same task 
required the work of from forty to sixty men 
for three days. 

The construction of the new. hoist was 
commenced in March, and when fully com- 
pleted will have six “ clams,” although 
there are but two in actual operation yet. 
The first ore was lifted from the hold of the 
steamer Hadley yesterday forenoon between 
8 and 9 o’clock, and those in charge of the 
new apparatus expressed themselves as

“If we are to read character in the light 
of conduct, the savagery that still lurks 
among us is great, as long as any member 
of the colored-race in any community may 
be indiscriminately murdered for the crime 
ot me lawless negro against a white man. 

e North and South are yearly coming 
00 together in their attitude toward the 
negro. It looks as though the negro is to 
be caught between the upper and the nether 
millstone of the North and South and ground 
into annihilation. 


Must Restrain the Vicious. 


“The ballot has not bridged the chasm 

between the white man and the black, the 
school house has not done it, money has not 
done it; all these combined may be able to 
do so. We cannot meet force with force; 
we cannot organize to resist our. slayers. 
To begin with, we must behave; we must 
restrain the vicious and teach our people to 
become good citizens. 
We must appea’ to our white friends by 
walking peacefully in paths of industry, so- 
briety, honesty, and purity; by seeking to 
uplift the shiftless, degraded, and criminal 
classes among us, and by uniting with our 
white fellow-countrymen to banish poverty, 
ignorance, and crime. We have tried the 
white man for 250 years in slavery. Let us 
try him at least that long in freedom. If we 
cannot survive, if we cannot build our monu- 
ment of manhood and womanhood here, then 
we make America our tomb, over which let 
no American lift the cross as an emblem of 
brotherhood or raise the flag as an emblem 
of freedom.”
